REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
4 and 8 of the present application teach similar subject matter as the prior art of 
Hanabusa (US 6,926,381) and Matsumoto (US 6,314,252). However claims 4 
and 8 are allowed for the reasons pointed out by the applicant's remarks filed on 
12 August 2008 (page 6, last paragraph - page 8, last paragraph). Specifically, 
the prior art fails to teach "detecting whether the sheet reaches a set 
reference position, and upon detecting that the sheet has reached the set 
reference position, controlling a sheet feeding rate by using the 
Information in relation to a position of the sheet at which the white line 
would be produced depending on the sheet size information". 

3. The reasons for allowance for claims 1 and 1 7 were given in the office 
action filed on 13 May 2008. 

4. Claims 2, 3, 5-7, 9-16, 18, and 19 are allowed for being dependent on an 
allowable base claim.
